Copy of Town Warrant 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


FRANKLIN SS: 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately 
in the county of Franklin, 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabi- 
tants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately 
on Monday, the first day of February next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following 
articles: 


Article I. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the ensuing year; Moderator, Treasurer, Town Clerk, 
one Selectman for three years, Auditor, one Assessor for 
three years, one School Committee for three years, one 
School Committee for two years, one Library Trustee for 
three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, 
Tree Warden, Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith, 
Tax Collector, and Constables. 


Article II. To receive the reports of the various Town 
Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 


Article III. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the 
ensuing year. 
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Article IV. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of 
the revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 
1937, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may 
be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article V. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VI. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 
of money for the maintenance of Highways under the 
provisions of Sections 26-29, Chapter 81 of the General 
Laws. 


Article VII. To see if the Town will appropriate 
$1,000. for the application of tar to Straights Road, any 
unexpended balance to be spent on Swamp Road, or take — 
any other action relative thereto. 


Article VIII. To see if the Town will appropriate a 
sum of money for the improvement of Depot Road; 
said money to be used in conjunction with any money 
which may be allotted by the State or County, or both, 
for this purpose; or take any other action in relation 
thereto. 


Article 1X. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 
of money to be expended for materials and truck hire in 
connection with projects of the Works Progress Admin- 
istration (WPA) or other government agencies, or take 
any other action relative thereto. 


Article X. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $200 to make repairs to the West Whately 
Cemetery. 
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Article XI. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $100 for improvements in the Center Cemetery, 
(1) to tear down the hearse house, (2) to build a tool 
shed at the rear of the cemetery, (3) to grade and lay 
out new lots on the site of the hearse house; all to be 
done under the supervision of the Cemetery Commission- 
ers; or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article XII. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $50 to remove the fence at the front of the Center 
Cemetery and regrade and lay out new lots at the front 
and in the north and south driveway in the north section; 
or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article XIII. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $75 for the rental of 5 acres of land from Hugh 
Donoghue for a ball ground for the season of 1937. 


Article XIV. To see what the Town will do with the 
income withdrawn during 1936, $5.54, from the Stephen 
T. Davenport Poor and School Fund. 


Article XV. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
any Trust Funds which have not already been accepted 
up to December 31, 1936. 


Article XVI. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Collector of Taxes be paid on a commission basis, the 
commission to be fixed by the vote of the Town; or 
take any other action relative thereto. 


Article XVII. To see if the Town will vote to vacate 
any rights which the Town may have in the West Whately 
School House and authorize the Selectmen to give Mrs. 
Jennie C. Bardwell a quitclaim deed for the property. 


Article XVIII. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Selectmen be authorized to prosecute and defend all 
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suits that may be brought in behalf of, or against, the 
Town, and employ counsel for the same. 


Article XIX. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Cemetery Commissioners be authorized to appoint any 
of its members to act as Sextons. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by posting 
up attested copies thereof at two public places in said 
Town, seven days at least before the time of holding 
said meeting. 


Hereof, fail not, and make due return of this Warrant, 
with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the 
time and place of meeting, aforesaid.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the Whately School Committee: 


I am pleased to submit to you herewith my 10th 
annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 

During the coming year the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts will give proper recognition to the 100th anni- 
versary of the appointment of Horace Mann as its 
Secretary of the Board of Education in 1837. During 
his 25 years of public life devoted to the interests of 
Massachusetts citizens his efforts and accomplishments 
gained for him the well-earned title of ‘“‘Father of the 
Common School.” In spite of opposition and even abuse 
he won for the youth of Massachusetts the right to free 
elementary education and for himself a world-wide and 
eternal fame. 

In one of his impassioned speeches of that day he de- 
clared, ‘“The property of this Commonwealth is pledged 
for the education of all its youth, up to such a point as 
will save them from poverty and vice, and prepare them 
for the adequate performance of their social and civil 
duties.”’ His vision was farsighted. Though a century 
has passed, these objectives of education are in no way 
changed. In all its social and civil implications his 
statement of the goals of education has no improvement 
to this day. In no uncertain terms he committed the 
State to the maintenance of a free public school system 
for all youth within its borders. It is our task and our 
privilege to carry out his ideal with all its adaptations to 
present day needs.

Despite unfavorable weather conditions and flooding 
waters excellent progress was made in the Whately 
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Schools during the year. New books and materials and 
other improved physical conditions in the schools had 
their influence in maintaining morale and desirable 
standards. 

Attention to repairs and working materials has been 
one of the policies this year. Refinishing of desks, re- 
placement of shades, cleaning and painting of basements, 
playrooms and sanitaries have made the school buildings 
of Whately safe, pleasant and satisfactory for their 
purposes. 

Early in the year the schools lost the services of Mrs. 
Argie L. Strippe on account of severe illness which re- 
sulted in her death late in May. Mrs. Strippe had ren- 
dered faithful and life-long service to the schools of 
Whately influencing for good the lives of hundreds of 
children by her patient and untiring interest in their 
progress and welfare. Her devotion to her duties did 
not slacken even with the approach of ill health, and she 
maintained a cheerful and lively interest in the affairs of 
the pupils and her associates until her departure. | 

Mrs. Dorothy MacKay was appointed substitute dur- 
ing Mrs. Strippe’s illness and was later elected to a 
regular position. The replacement of music supervision 
early in the year was a forward step from our period of 
drastic retrenchments. 

New and modern geography texts have been adopted 
in the fifth and sixth grades and new history texts placed 
in the sixth grade. The work in arithmetic is being 
adapted to meet a somewhat revised course of study in 
this subject. The books now in use are well-worn and a 
new text will be recommended and selected to conform 
more closely with the revised course now being generally 
adopted in the schools. We have been able to add to 
our books and materials in our primary classes and in 
the music courses. 

The registration of pupils in our elementary schools 
will not change materially in the next two or three years 
in spite of a diminishing birth rate (see last page). The 
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revival of business may somewhat reduce the attendance 
among older pupils in high schools. I approve of the 
increase in attendance in vocational classes among our 
older boys and girls. While the cost is somewhat in- 
creased thereby, such opportunity is a justifiable ex- 
penditure. I am hoping that a larger number than here- 
tofore will remain in school to complete their courses. 
The selection of vocational courses reduced slightly the 
number of pupils attending high schools this year, as is 
shown by tabulations on other pages of this report. In 
June eight pupils were graduated from Deerfield High 
School, one from Northampton High School and one 
from Smith’s School. Twenty-four pupils completed the 
eighth grade in June, most of whom entered other schools 
this fall. Approximately the same number are expected 
to complete the elementary grades this year. 

The Parent-Teacher Association again entertained our 
pupils at Christmas time with an appropriate program. 
The aims of this organization are worthy of the support 
of all interested in the instruction and welfare of our 
school children. 

The total expenditures this year amounted to $22,133.03 
and all bills were paid to date. Receipts on account of 
schools were $8,382.81, leaving a net cost to the town 
for all schools of $13,750.22. There were increases this 
year in amounts paid for repairs and vocational education: 
For the latter it was necessary to transfer $175 from the 
regular school appropriation to the vocational account. 
There were substantial decreases in the amounts paid 
for high school tuitions, and elementary and high school 
transportation. 

I am consistently recommending a return to our 
former salary schedules. Teachers are now receiving but 
little more than the salary paid beginning teachers 
several years ago. Surely after a teacher has been found 
competent some recognition should be given increased 
experience in her work. Some form of State certification 
of teachers is sure to come soon. This will result in 
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classification for various grades and forms of school 
work which will make the selection of teachers more 
complex than at the present time. 

I desire to endorse recommendations of the school 
nurse for screens in our school room windows. ‘The 
nuisance from flies in the spring and fall months is often 
scarcely tolerable. Your attention is called to the reports 
of the school nurse and music supervisor and to the 
various tabulations on other pages of this report. 

Mrs. Janes and I are deeply appreciative of the pa- 
tience and tolerance of teachers and school officials dur- 
ing my recent illness. The many displays of friendly 
interest did much toward a rapid and complete recovery.

Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit to you my fourth report as Super- 
visor of Music in the Town of Whately. 

In June of the year 1933 it was decided for economic 
reasons to dispense with the Music Supervisor in the 
public schools, and that the grade teachers would con- 
tinue with the music course as outlined. At the annual 
town meeting in 1935, it was voted that supervision in 
the music department be resumed, and in March I took 
on the work in that capacity. 

In the primary grades, the children are learning how 
to use their singing voices and are memorizing a reper- 
toire of folk tunes. Singing games are an important 
phase in the outline for the year, and by stressing rhythm 
in these games, there is built up in each child a definite 
background of physical as well as tonal experience. 

The chance to take an active part in the music period 
is given to the pupils of Junior High School age, who, 
because of a temporary and partial loss of their singing 
voice, might otherwise lose out entirely on any musical 
development during that age. These pupils are being 
taught the art of conducting. It provides a rhythm 
foundation, enlists pupil leadership and prepares them 
for the High School Glee Club. 

In the East School a Girls’ Glee Club is being organ- 
ized. This consists of those girls from the grades six 
through eight who voluntarily join through a desire to 
build up a love and appreciation of good music. 

I am pleased with the work being done and thank the 
teachers for their effort.

My dear Mr. Janes: 


At the dental clinic held early in the year, forty-two 
children were given one hundred treatments. Nineteen 
children received dental certificates for completed work. 
This fall eighteen were awarded certificates because no 
dental work was needed. 

Care of two children at Health Camp was given for 
three weeks. Christmas Health Seals aid in giving this 
care. 

We are indebted to Miss Juliet A. Whitteker, R.N., 
Consultant in Public Health Nursing for bringing to our 
pupils moving pictures on posture, food, daily health 
care, and feet, twice during the last year. 

Talks to the pupils and material for the teachers have 
been given. 

With the protection from diphtheria given to sixteen 
more children last spring, ninety-seven per cent of the 
school population has been so protected. No let up in 
this program should take place as new, unprotected 
children enter school each year. 

Increasingly, as parents realize the importance of pro- 
tecting babies at six months, the number of unprotected, 
entering children should be decreased. 

Five children have had tonsilectomies during the last 
year. Unless there are serious symptoms denoting diseased 
tonsils, no effort is made to have large tonsils removed. 

Special efforts to secure diagnosis and expert care have 
been made for the few children needing this extra atten- 
tion. 

Routine inspection, weighing, and assistance given the

school physician in his examinations are each year a part 
of our program. 

Concern over postural defects has prompted a close 
check on seats and desks. 

The need of screens is still paramount, since flies carry 
disease and are a menace to the health and comfort of 
children and teachers. 

I am grateful to you and to everyone who has assisted 
in promoting better health for the school children.
